The  qualiilcations  recpnred 
in  a  candidate^  for  this  ofllce,  ave  as  follows  : — He  must  l)o 
liniiltless,  and  the  husband  of  but  one  wife.  II(;  must  1)C 
watchful,  prud(!nt,  and  have  the  re^^ular  exercise  of  cool, 
dis])assionate  reason.  Ilis  conduct  and  manners  must  bo 
decent,  orderly  and  o'rave.  He  mnst  be  a  lover  of  hospi- 
tality and  of  <2:ood  men;  ready  to  communicate  and  able 
to  teach,  9;i.  He  must  be  tem])erate;  not  qnarrelsome;

2.  As  tbo  desip;n  of  bis  appointment  was  tbat  tbo  min- 
istry miofbt  be  freed  from  temporal  care,  the  inference  na- 
turally follows  tbat  it  is  bis  duty  to  see  tbat  their  wants 
also  are  supi)lied.  3.  There  beinp-  no  other  officer  in  the 
church  to  f;nperintond  Mi^.  temporal  affairs,  it  is  infeiTod 
from  the  nature  of  his  office  that  the  deacon  should  attend 
to  all  the  concerns  essential  to  its  prosperity,  which  do 
not  devolve  on  an  Elder.  4.  From  the  important  naturo 
of  his  qualifications,  it  has  boon  considered  his  duty  to 
take  the  lead  of  religious  meetings  in  the  absence  of  the 
minister.

Every  true  believer  in  Christ,  beinp^  a 
member  of  his  body,  and  a  part  of  his  visible  church,  has 
not  only  a  rio^ht  to  partake  of  his  body  and  his  Ijlood  in 
the  (Jommunion,  but  is  under  obligation  thus  to  comme- 
morate his  death,  e.* 
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The  duty  of  the  Church  is  that  oblio:«ition  which  the  re- 
velation of  God  enjoins  upon  it  collectively,  or  as  indivi- 
duals, for  the  manifestation  of  his  manifold  wisdom,/,  the 
perfecting  of  the  saints,<7,  and  the  conversion  of  the  world,  h. 
In  this  obligation  are  included  the  observance  of  the  ten 
<'ommandraents,  i,  entire  obedience  to  the  influences  of  the 
Spirit,  J,  to  the  institutions  of  the  gospel,  and  to  all  the  in- 
structions and  precepts  of  the  Scripturesf,  k.  Among  the

•jrrace,  to  ombraeii  the  Lonl  Jesus  Christ,  and  to  ac(!ept

2. — We  will  contribute  of  our  substance  for  the  support 
of  a  faithful  Ministry  among  us,  and  tlie  other  necessary 
means  of  gi*ace,  and  will  be  benevolent  to  tlie  needy,  es- 
pecially to  the  ix)or  of  our  own  Church. 

3. — We  will,  as  constantly  as  we  can,  attend  upon  the 
public  worship  of  God,  and  the  stated  meetings  of  the 
Church.  In  every  Conference  meeting  we  attend  we  will 
report  ourselves  to  the  Church,  and  Avill  labor  for  its  pros- 
perity and  up-building  in  its  most  holy  faith,  and  will  not 
forsake  her  in  adversity,  but  will  bear  each  other's  bur- 
dens, and  so  fulfil  the  law  of  Christ.

7. — W<*  jijrrec  that  \V(»  will  love  sill  those  who  love  our

•ranee  and  sinfnl  eonformity  to  the  world,  and  will  altslain 
I'rom  all  sinful  aninsenients,  as  theatres,  eircuses,  ilances, 
^Xanihlin^r,  »^i'. ;  and  will  v«!frain  from  all  unchaste  and 
l»rofan(!  conversation,  antl  from  readin;::  wicke<l  and  cor- 
rupt ln<;  puhlications.  We  will  walk  circunis))<'ctly  to- 
wards thos(^  who  an>  without,  that  the  cause  of  (Jo«l  may 
not  \n'  reproached  on  our  account.

III.— Ori'icEi:s. 

The  Officers  of  the  Church  shall  Ix;— 

1st.  A  Pufttor,  who  shall  be  in  retrular  standing  with  the 
General  Conference,  and  who  shall  Ini  elected  bv  tiie 
Church.  •' 

2d.  Deaootis,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  Church. 
3d.  Helps,  to  assist  the  Deacons  and  Pastor  in  their  du- 
ties, who  shall  be  chosen  annually. 

4th.  A  Clerk,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  a  ffood  and 
faithftil  record  of  the  Church,  and  who  shall  hold  office 
during  the  pleasure  of  the  Church. 

Ath.  A  Treamrer,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take  charo-e 
'Of  all  funds  beloncjinor  to  the  Church ;  to  pav  its  orders  as 
iar  as  supplied  wldi  the  means,  and  render  *^an  annual  a^- 
^ count. to  the  Church. 

IV.— Ciiuncii  Polity  axd  Discipline. 

See.  1.— The  Ofiioers  of  the  Church  shall  hold  an  Offi- 
cers' meeting  quarterly,  or  oftener  if  necessary. 

Sec.  2.— Any  business  to  be  brought  before  the  Church 
shall  be  an-anged  at  the  Officers'  meeting. 

See.  3.— The  Church  is  directly  amenable  to  the  Dis- 
itrict  Aleetu^  ik>  wliieh  it  belongs,  and  indirectly  to  \hR 
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(Jcnoral  Confcnnco,  for  tlic  o^cin'r.-il  rr*)od  of  the  dciiMiii- 
nation. 

Sec.  4  — The  Pastor  shall  preside  over  all  nieetinjrs 
when  present;  and  in  his  absence,  the  senior  deacon  pre- 
sent. 

Sec.  5. — Anv  ineetinjr  for  business,  or  anv  C'hiu'ch  piir- 
])oses,  whieli  shall  have  Iuhmi  i)ublicly  annoinu-e*!  by  the 
Pastor,  or  in  liis  absence,  by  tlu^  senior  deacon,  shall  be  a 
re<j^nlar  meeting;;  and  any  bnsiness  which  may  be  done 
at  snch  a  meetin*)^  shall  be  valid. 

Sec.  G. — Althou*!;h  the  Pastor  may  not  hold  his  mem- 
b(*rship  in  the  Cliurch  over  whose  meetinjfs  he  m.iy  pre- 
side, lie  shall  be  allowed  to  jrive  the  eastinjj  vote. 

Sec.  7. — In  cas<^s  of  disciplin(i  for  ])rivate  or  indlvidnal 
trespass,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Ofticers  of  the  (Jhui-ch, 
before  hearinj^  the  case,  to  require  tliat  the  law  of  tres- 
])ass,  as  <riven  by  th(^  Head  of  the  Church,  in  the  IHtli 
chapter  of  Matthew,  be  acted  upon. 

S(»c.  8. — When  the  trespass  shall  have  been  committed 
])ublicly  a;Tainst  tlie  Church,  after  private  admonition  by 
the  Pastor  or  other  officer,  the  case  shall  be  brou<rht  be- 
fore? the  Officers'  meetino:,  and  the  accused  party  consid- 
ered suspended  from  church  privilejres  until  reclaimed. 

Sec.  9. — The  Officers  of  the  Church,  after  hearin«f  and 
labourint]^  in  any  (;ase,  can  make  such  recommendations 
to  the  Church  as  they  may  think  necessary;  but  exclusion 
from  membership  shall  be  the  act  of  the  Church  itself. 

Sec.  10. — All  the  business  of  the  Church  shall  be  done 
by  ii  two-thirds  vote  of  the  male  members,  except  tlie  n^ 
ception  of  members,  which  should  be  unanimous,  and  ap- 
l)lications  for  help,  which  may  be  by  a  majority. 

Sec.  11. — In  any  important  matters  of  trial,  the  Church 
shall  have  the  ri^rht  to  Jipply  to  the  District  Meetin<j  to 
which  it  belonnjs  for  assistance,  and  such  application  can 
]nt  made  by  a  majority  vote. 

Sec.  12. — In  any  extraordinnry  case,  such  as  a  Church 
havinj^  become  so  divided  or  disarranofed  that  a  majority 
vote  asking  for  hel])  c:»nnot  be  obtained,  it  shall  be  in  the 
])ower  of  the  District  Meetinj;;  to  which  the  Church  }w- 
longfs,  as  a  matter  of  expedienc}',  if  in  its  judfyment  tlio 
Church  be  in  a  state  requirinfj  help,  and  is  unable  to  help 
itielf,  to  take  charge  of  the  Chun^h,  and  in  its  care  and 
labor  for  its  good,  exercise  such  discipline  sis  it  may  think 
nocessarv. 
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Set',  li). — Should  Miiy  jmrtion  of  tlu'  Ciuuvli  onil)r;uM>  or 
hold  doctrines  contr.-irv  to  thos«^  which  M.resct  forth  in  tho 
Ti-eatisL'  of  our  F.iith,  or  bocome  disloyal  to  the  Constitu- 
tion or  polity  of  tluMhMioniinMtion.  even  if  such  disaffected 
nuMnbers  shiill  includ<^  any  or  all  the  oflicers,  it  shall  be 
in  the  i»o\v«m-  of  the  District  ]Meetin<r  to  acknouiedjre  and 
sust.iin  ;is  th(^  Ch  irch,  those  nienib(Ms  who  shall  be  found 
loyal  to  the  denoniinMtion;  and  further,  if  it  ])e  deem(Ml 
necessary,  it  sh.dl  h.ive  th(?  power  to  r<!orfrani/o  such 
niemb«»rs  into  a  Chrreh,  which  shall  bear  the  name  and 
(l;it<*  of  th»>  orio^inal  oru^anization. 

S(«c,  14. — Tn  cas(»  of  any  disairreenH>nt  in  doctrine  or 
polity,  in  .illowin^  the;  lii)erty  of  (ronscience,  such  dissent- 
inir  nuMnber.^  may,  by  rcMpiest,  be  jdlowed  to  withdraw 
from  the  Church  without  beinji'  considered  as  excluded 
members,  so  that  in  no  case  shall  members  be  held  in  V. 
il  Baptist  Churches  by  compulsion,  or  in  violation  of  tlieir 
consciences.  It  is  always  ])rovided.  however,  that  this 
provision  shall  not  \hi  so  construed  that  trespassers  or  dis- 
orderly meml)ers  shall  take  advantaj^e  of  it  to  (jvade  dis- 
ci j)line  or  exclusion  from  the  Church. 

S(H'.  15. — Disciplined  persons  who  may  feci  ag-t^'ieved 
with  the  decision  of  the  Churcli,  shall  liave  the  ri«rht  to 
Ji])peal  to  the  District  Meetinp;. 

See.  Ifi. — In  the  ease  of  adultery,  or  any  lii)2^h  crime,  it 
shall  be  in  the  power  of  the  officers  of  the  Church,  upon 
liavin<r  suftieient  evidence  thereof,  to  exclude  the  trans- 
jj:ressors  from  the  Church. 

Se(\  17. — The  Church  shall  appoint  annually,  from  its 
memb(n-s,  two  deleorates  to  reju-esent  it  in  the  District 
Meeting-,  who  shall  be  furnished  with  a  copy  of  the  recrrd 
of  their  appointment.  It  shall  also  send  a,  written  rejwrt, 
in  which  shall  be  t^iven  the  statistics,  and  an  account  of 
the  state  of  the  Church.  Tlie  letter  should  be  read  before 
tl  e  Churcli  and  approved,  and  so  certified  by  the  Clerk, 
before  being  forwarded  to  the  District  Meeting. 

v.— TEinrs  of  Fellowsiiii*  and  Communion. 

This  Churcli  recognizes  only  the  immersion  of  hdkvera 
as  Christian  baptism,  and  Jience  tliose  only  who  have  been 
immersed  are  admittableto  its  full  fidlowship;  but  it  may 
receive  to  communion  :i.nd  equal  privih^ges  in  worship, 
any  who  are  in  good  standing  with  any  other  Evangeli-

oiil  Church,  an<l  who  <;ivo  ovidonco  of  spiritual  life.  Ft 
:ilso  may  take  under  its  ctivo  any  who  desire  its  instruc- 
tion and  protection,  and  the  Ijenefits  of  Christian  inter- 
course. 

VI. — QUALIl'ICATIONS  FOU  ADMISSION. 

Persons  desirous  of  admission  into  this  Church,  shall' 
Gfive  satisfactory  evidence  to  the  Clmrch  of  liavinj;  beei* 
born  of  God. 

VII.— Finances. 

TIiR  members  of  the  Clmrch  will  co-oi>era.te  with  the 
oHicers  in  whatever  system  they  may  adopt  for  obtaining 
means  to  defray  the  exj)enditures  of  the  Church,  and  shall 
contribute  as  God  ])rosi)ers. 

VIII. — Reading  Ciukcii  Covenant. 

The  Church  Covenant  shall  be  read  at  e.-R-h  Monthly 
CJonference  meeting,  and  Jis  much  oftener  as  may  be  con- 
sidered necessary. 

IX.— Otiieu  Rules. 

The  Clmrch  may  adopt  any  rule  not  contrary  to  the- 
Word  of  God,  or  the  Constitution  or  IJye-Laws  of  the  de- 
nomination, which  m.iy  be  found  necessary  for  its  inter- 
ests, and  by  which  the  mcmliers  agree  to  Iw  governed.

It  is  an  institution  of  (rod,  estahlislu'd  in  the 
time  of  m;m\s  innocenev,  oro  lio  liad  yet  sinned  ai^iiinst 
liis  Maker,  and  been  banished  from  P.-iradise.  It  was 
irivc'n  in  Avisdom  anrl  in  kindness,  for  the  benefit  of  tht;

:ifrection,  to  snpport  social  order,  and  to  provide  that, 
Ihroufrh  well  ordered  families,  trntli  and  holiness  mi^rlit 
ho  transmitted  from  one  aj^e  to  another.  It  lies  a,t  the 
b;isis  of  all  human  society,  and  all  p^overament  and  law 
are  bniU  upon  the  household  relations. 

From  the  history  of  our  blessed  Saviour,  we  learn  that 
ho  honoured  a  raarriajjo  festival  with  his  presence,  and 
wronirht  there  the  bejfinning  of  his  miracles;  and,  by  the 
Holy  Spirit  speakinj^  in  his  Apostle,  he  has  selected  the 
r(!lation  thus  formed,  as  an  apt  emblem  of  the  union,  (-n- 
d<'ared  and  indissoluble,  that  exists  between  himself  and 
his  chiu'ch. 

An  union  thus  consecrated,  should  therefore  be  und«n*- 
tii.kcn,  not  thouojhtlessly  and  irrevenmtly,  but  discreetly, 
advisedly,  and  in  the  fear  of  God,  and  with  a  due  rej^^ard 
to  the  purposes  for  which  matrimony  was  at  first  ordained.

If  duly  remem- 
bered and  faithfully  discharffed,  they  will  smooth  the  rnj?- 
jjed  pathway  of  life,  lig-hteninir,  by  dividinj^  its  sorrows, 
and  heijjhteninj^,  by  doublin«>:  its  enjoyments ;  if  neglected 
and  violated,  you  cannot  es(^"ipe  misery  and  pjuilt. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  husband  to  be  the  friend,  counsellor, 
and  j^uardian  of  his  wife;  shieldin<r  her  from  danjjer,  pro- 
viding for  her  supixn't,  and  cherishing  for  her  a  manly  and 
unalterable  affection;  it  being  required  by  the  AVord  of 
God  that  husbands  love  their  wives,  even  as  Christ  also 
loved  the  Church,  and  gave  himself  for  it. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  wife  to  be  the  friend,  companion, 
and  solace  of  her  husband,  reverencing  and  obeying  him, 
and  putting  on  the  ornament  of  a  meek  and  f|uiet  spirit^ 
which  is  in  the  sight  of  God  of  great  price;  it  being  com- 
manded by  Scripture,  that,  as  the  Church  is  subject  unto- 
Christ,  so  should  wives  be  to  their  own  husbands  in  every 
thing.

should  seek  every  means  for  their  purity  and  nidty.  We, 
ttlierefore,  tlie  Elders  and  Licentiates  of  tli(^  Free  Christian 
lJai)tist  Conference  of  Ncnv  Brunswick,  do  hereby  a}X)'e(* 
to  the  followinj^  Constitution  for  an  Elders  Conference 
amon^:  us,  havinjj:  for  its  object  our  union  in  matters  of 
doctrine  and  sentiment,  and  purity  from  all  bickerings, 
jealousies  or  contentions  which  might  arise  amonj]^  us, 
and  mar  our  work  in  the  Lord ;  and  also  to  enable  us  to 
aid  eacfh  other  in  the  removal  of  all  tria's  which  may  arise 
between  preachers  and  churches,  as  well  :is  to  enable  us 
in  a  judicious  manner  to  exercise  proper  disciplinary  care 
toward  each  other  in  all  matters  which  may  require  it. 
And  we  do  solemnly  covenant  to  set  before  our  people  an 
example  of  truth,  in  the  inviolable  fulfilment  of  the  rule 
of  this  Conference,  to  the  full  extent  which  God  may  place 
in  our  ])ower. 

L  This  Conference  shall  be  composed  only  of  ordained 
Elders  and  Licentiates  in  full  and  repjular  standing  with 
the  General  Conference  of  Free  Christian  Baptists  of  New 
Brunswick,  and  it  shall  bear  the  name  of  the  Elders  Con- 
ference of  Free  Christian  Baptists.

5.  To  labor  in  any  matter  which  may  aftect  the  j^ros- 

l)erity  of  the  churches  under  their  care, 
yil.  Special  meetinofs  may  ])e  called  bv  tlie  Moderator, 
with  the  concurrence  of  any  two  ordained  Elders  beside. 

VIII.  Notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  any  special  meet- 
inoj  shall  be  given  in  the  "  Religious  Intelligencer,"  and 
be  continued  therein  weekly,  at  least  four  weeks  prior 
thereto. 

IX.  No  Elder  shall  be  held  under  bond  to  attend  a  spe- 
cial Meeting  unless  notified  in  writing  by  the  Secretary  at 
least  two  weeks  prior  thereunto. 

X.  Six  Elders  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  busjnes^s  at 
any  Special  Meeting.

AMENDMENT    OV    THE    CONSTITUTION     OF  GENEUAL    CON- 

TEltENCE. 

Article  2,  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Cenernl  Conference

Any  person  havinji^  ])een  an  oftleer  of  the  General  Con- 
ference may  become  an  Honorary  Mcsmber  of  the  Confer- 
ence, havino^  all  the  riojhts  and  privihsges,  and  bein<i;  sub- 
ject to  the  discipline  of  the  body,  by  a  four-lifths  vote  at 
any  Annual  Meeting. 
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(ADOPTED,  JULY  ISsiS ) 


Akt.  1 . — Each  session  of  the  Genenil  Conference  shall' 
f)e  called  to  order  by  the  Recording:  Secretary,  if  present, 
or  in  his  absence,  by  the  oldest  minister  present. 

Art.  2. — Each  session  and  each  sitting  of  the  Confer- 
ence shall  be  opened  and  closed  with  prayer. 

Akt.  il. — Twelve  ordiiined  Elders  and  six  Messengers 
from  District  Meetings  slmll  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  the  business  of  tiie  Conference.

Akt.  4. — The  business  session  of  this  Conference  shall 
commence  on  the  fu'st  Saturday  in  October  of  each  year, 
at  the  hour  of  two  o'clock,  p.  M.,  and  shall  be  presided 
over  by  the  Moderator  of  the  preceding  year,  or  by  the 
next  preceding  Moderator  present,  until  after  the  election 
of  the  new  Moderator. 

Akt.  5. — The  election  of  a  Moderator  and  an  Assistant 
Moderator  shall  take  place  in  the  first  session  on  Monday 

Art.  6. — Each  ordained  Minister  present  shall  be  eli- 
gible to  the  Moderatorship,  and  each  member  of  Confer- 
ence present  shall  have  the  right  to  vote.  The  voting

— It  shall  be  tli(^  diltv  of  the  ReeortHii^  Secretary 
to  keep  a  true  and  faithful  record  of  all  the  business  trans- 
ctetod  in  each  sitting,  and  furnish  u  copy  of  the  same  for 
publication  when  nujuired. 

AuT.  10. — It  shall  be  tlie  duty  of  the  Corresponding  Se- 
cretary to  conduct  the  olKuial  corn^spondenee  of  the  Con- 
rereuce,  and  to  prepare  an  annual  report  of  the  stattj  of 
religion  in  the  churches,  and  read  it  in  the  lirst  busine8> 
session  of  the  Conference.

oetween  its  annual  sessions,  any  two  of  its  ollicers,  with 
t;ne  concurrence  of  six  Elders  of  the  Conference,  can  ap- 
?)oint  some  one  to  fill  the  vaviancv,  who  shall  discharare 
tile  functions  of  the  ollice  until  the  next  annual  meeting, 
when  the  Conference  shall  conlirm  the  appointment,  or

Moreover,  Mich 
reconsideration  can  be  moved  only  when  there  ure  as 
juanv  members  present  as  when  tlie  resolution  passed;

adoption,  or  rejection.

Art.  66. — These  Bye-Laws  may  be  extended,  or  amend- 
ed, at  any  Annual  Session  of  the  General  Conference  by  a 
unanimous  vote  of  the  members  present,  or  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote,  if  notice  of  such  intended  change  shall  have 
been  given  and  recorded  at  a  previous  Session. 
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Akt.  1. — Each  District  Mfetiiifr  shrill  bo  composed  of 
Uie  OrduiiKMl  Ministers,  mid  the  General  Conf(!r(Mic(!  und 
District  Meetinii:  liicontiates,  who  reside  within  its  limits, 
or  who  may  Ixji  enti:a;ied  to  labor  with  any  of  its  Churclnis, 
and  two  ])ele<::at<\s  from  each  Churt;h  i)elono:lnti^  to  th<; 
District,  with  a  Clerk  and  Treasnnu-  who  sliall  be  chosen 
by  the  meetin«:  itself.  When  there  are  not  as  many  as 
three  Elders  bclonpn;;  to  a  District,  the  Conference;  may 
appoint  as  many  to  atttnid  its  annual  nn^etin^;:  as  may  l)e 
thouj^ht  necessary,  who  shall  be  members  ex  officio. 

Akt.  2. — Each  District  shall  hold  an  Annual  jMeetIn<»; 
for  the  transaction  of  business,  at  any  time  which  it  may 
its(;lf  appoint,  between  the  lirst  of  June  and  the  last  of 
September  in  each  year,  if  at  all  practicable.  If  any 
Minister  who  belontrs  to  the  District,  or  who  shall  have 
been  appointed  by  tlic;  Conference  to  attend,  shall  fail  to 
do  so,  without  a  justifiable  cause,  he  shall  be  liable  to  the 
oensure  of  the  meetin*^.

Art.  7. — Certificates  of  the  appointments  of  Delegates, 
written  Reports  and  Statistics  of  the  Churches,  shall  b<; 
read  in  the  first  business  Session.  Each  District  Meeting 
shall  send  Lay  Delegates  to  the  General  Conference, — one 
by  virtue  of  its  organization,  who  shall  be  its  standing 
Clerk,  and  an  additional  one  for  every  three  hundred 
members  in  the  District.

AuT.  S.— Tlic  Clerk  of  (  Mch  District  Meet  inn;  sli.-ill  fiir- 
iiisli  tlu!  Recording  Sccn^tiiry  of  tlic  Clcncrnl  Coiifcrcncc 
\\  itli  !i  stritislical  report  of  tlio  Cliiirclics,  imd  tli(^  Con-es- 
])ondinu'  S(H!r(^t:irv  witii  Ji  report  of  tiio  l)usiness  done,  jiiid 
of  the  stuto  of  reli,<j:ion  in  the  Cliurelies  connected  with  tiie 
District,  us  early  as  the  last  of  Se])tenil)er  in  cai-li  year. 

AiiT.  9. — The  business  of  ;i  District  Meetinix  shall  be 
conlined  within  its  own  limits.

1.  This  Socioty  shall  h(!  known  by  tlio  name  of  the  F.  C 
Baptist  Home  Missiomti'U  Sorieti/  of  Ncio  Jirwis/cick,  under 
tho  jiuspiecs  of  the  F.  C.  B.  G.  Conference  of  N<!W  Bruns- 
wick. 

II.— Object  of  the  Society. 

2.  The  object  of  the  Society  is  to  assist  destltuti} 
Churches  and  send  the  Gospel  to  unciired-for  Districts 
throughout  tlie  Trovince. 

III. — ^Memhehs  of  the  Society. 

?).  A  male  may  become  a  member  by  payini^  $2  into 
the  Treasury  yearly ;  anil  by  paying  $20,'  at  any  one  time, 
may  become  a  life  member. 

4.  A  female  may  become  an  lionorary  annual  meml)er 
by  paying  into  the  Treasury  $1,  and  an  honorary  lif<^ 
member  by  paying  $10  at  one  time. 

IV. — Officers. 

,5  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  President,  throe 
Vice-Presidents,  a  Treasurer,  Auditor,  a  (■"'•responding 
Secretary,  Recording  Secretary  and  an  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  seven,  who  shall  be  appointed  annually  by  the 
General  Conference,  all  to  be  members  of  F.  C.  Baptist 
Churches. 
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6.  Tho  two  Sccretivrica  and  Troasurc'i*  sluiU  be  threo  of 
the  spven  members  of  the  Committee.  The  fonifjolnjj 
officers  shall  hold  their  resi>ective  ofliees  until  others  are 
chosen.

18.  The  Missionaries  laboring  in  connection  with  this 
Society  are  required  to  lay  the  claims  of  tlie  Society  before 
the  people  whc^re  they  may  labor. 

19.  The  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  the 
JVlissionaries  laboring  under  their  direction  shall  be  u 
committee  to  receive  all  money  from  contributor^,  who 
shall  pay  it  over  to  the  Treasurer,  taking  re.j(!ipts  irora 
Iiim  for  it. 

20.  Each  Missionary  shall  report  monthly  to  the  Cor- 
responding Secretar}-. 

21.  Missionaries  are  required  to  report  quarterly  to  th*' 
Executive  Committee,  all  collections,  donations  and  gifi> 
received  by  them,  which  shall  belong  to  the  Society's 
funds.

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CONSTITUTION  AND  RULES 

OF  THE 

Free  CMstlan  Baptist  Forelp  Missionary  Society  of  N.  R. 

(ORGANIZED  JULY,  1864.) 
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I. — Name  and  Oiuect  of  the  Society. 

1.  This  Society  shall  be  called  the  Free  Christian  Bap- 
tist Foreio^n  Missionary  Society,  and  shall  be  auxiliary  to 
The  Free  Will  Baptist  Foreij^n  Mission  Society. 

2.  The  obje(;t  of  the  Society  is  to  difluse  Christian  know- 
ledge among  the  destitute  in  heathen  countries. 

II. — Members  of  the  Society. 

3.  A  male  may  become  an  annual  member  by  paying 
into  the  treasury  yearly  the  sum  of  two  dollars ;  and  by 
paying  twenty  dollars  at  one  time  he  may  become  a  Viio 
member. 

4.  A  female  may  become  an  honorary  annual  member 
by  paying  into  the  treasury  yearly  one  dollar ;  and  an 
honorary  life  member  by  payin^j  ten  dollars. 

III. — Officers  of  the  Society. 

5.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  President,  three 
Vice-Presidents,  a  Treasurer,  an  Auditor,  a  Correspond- 
ing Secretary,  a  Recording  Sec  etary,  and  an  Executive 
Committee  of  eleven,  who  shall  be  appointed  annually  by 
the  General  Conference.  The  foregoing  officers  shall 
hold  their  respective  offices  till  others  are  chosen. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President,  and  in  his  ab- 
sence, of  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents,  to  preside  at  eacli 
meeting  of  the  Society,  and  to  perform  such  official  acts 
at  any  time  as  tby  Society  shall  direct  by  its  rules  and 
votes. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President  and  all  the  Vice-Presi- 
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dents,  the  oldest  member  present  shall  call  the  meeting  to 
Oi'der,  after  which  a  presiding  officer  shall  be  chosen  for 
the  occasion. 

7.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  form  its  own  rules 
and  regulations — appoint  its  own  meetings — fill  any  va- 
cancy that  may  occur  in  its  own  members,  or  among  the 
other  officers  of  the  Society  during  the  year,  and  call  the 
Annual  IMeetings  of  the  Society,  and  also  special  meetings 
when,  in  their  opinion,  the  interests  of  the  cause  require 
it.  It  shall  institute  such  agency  or  agencies  as  the  inte- 
rests of  the  enterprise  may  require,  and  make  an  annual 
reiwrt  of  its  doings  to  the  Society. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable 
after  it  is  chosen,  organize,  by  appointing  one  of  mem- 
bei-s  Chairman,  and  another  its  Clerk.  The  Ci<^rk  shall 
be  the  Recording  Secretary  of  the  Society,  if  there  shall 
be  no  good  reason  for  appointing  some  other  member  of 
the  Committee  to  that  office.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  full 
record  of  the  doings  of  the  Committee,  and  sign  all  their 
official  acts.  The  Records  cf  the  Committee  shall  always 
be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Society. 

The  two  Secretaiies  of  the  Society,  and  also  the  Trea- 
surer, if  he  will  consent  to  be  one  of  the  number,  shall  be 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee.  Three  of  its  mem- 
bers shall  form  a  quorum  at  any  of  its  regular  meetings. 

8.  The  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  the  funds  be- 
longing to  the  Society,  and  keep  an  account  of  the  same, 
showing  the  sources  from  which  they  have  been  derived, 
and  the  purposes  for  which  they  have  been  given. 

He  shall  invest  the  funds  of  the  Society  in  the  safest  and 
most  productive  forms;  but  no  permanent  investment 
shall  be  made  or  changed  by  him  without  the  concurrence 
of  the  Executive  Committee. 

He  shall  give  bonds  annually  to  the  Recording  Secre- 
tary, with  such  sureties  and  for  such  amounts  as  shall  be 
satisfactory  to  the  Executive  Committee,  and  shall  pay  all 
orders  of  the  Executive  Committee  as  far  as  he  shall  have 
funds  in  hand. 

9.  The  Auditor  shall  examine  carefully  and  thoroughly 
the  Treasurer's  books  at  least  once  r.  year ;  and  if  he  snail 
find  the  accounts  correctly  kept  and  accurately  cast,  the 
payments  well  vouched,  tne  balance  satisfactorily  stated 
and  accounted  for,  and  the  evidence  of  the  property  shall 
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be  duly  exhibited,  ho  shall  give  his  certificate  accordino^ly ; 
which  certificate  he  shall  enter  at  large  in  the  Treasurer's 
books,  and  give  a  duplicate  of  it  to  tlie  Recording  Secre- 
tary, to  be  by  him  entered  upon  his  book  of '  ecords. 

10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Cokuesi  jnding  Secue- 
TAK-;  CO  prepare  and  transmit  all  communications  that 
may  be  necessary  to  promote  the  best  interests  of  the  So- 
ciety— to  receive  all  such  as  are  made  through  him  to  the 
Society,  and  to  answer  those  which,  in  his  opinion,  require 
it;  and  when  the  nature  of  the  subject  demands,  he  shall 
ask  advice  of  the  Executive  Committee  in  relation  thereto, 
and  proceed  as  they  may  direct.  Ke  shall  prepare  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  Society,  which  Report  shall  be 
heard  and  accepted  by  the  Executive  Committee,  if  they 
desire  to  do  so,  before  it  shall  be  presented  to  the  Society ; 
and  he  shall  forward  a  copy  of  the  Annual  Report  to  the 
Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Free  Will  Baptist  Foreign 
Mission  Society,  by  the  18th  of  August,  each  year. 

11.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  accurate 
minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Society,  which  he  shall 
enter  into  a  book  of  records,  and  certify  that  the  records 
of  each  meeting  are  true. 

IV. — The  Annual  Meeting. 

12.  This  Society  shall  meet  annually,  at  the  time  and 
place  of  the  meeting  of  the  Free  Christian  Baptist  General 
Conference,  to  hear  the  reports  of  the  Treasurer,  Execu- 
tive Committee,  and  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  to 
transact  all  the  other  necessary  business  of  the  Society. 
On  presenting  his  Annual  Report,  the  Corresponding  Se- 
cretary shall  read  the  whole  of  it  or  an  abstract,  as  he 
shall  be  directed  either  by  the  Executive  Committee  or 
the  Society. 

A  QUORUM  of  nine  members  shall  be  requisite  to  trans- 
act business  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society ;  but  a  less 
number  may  call  to  order  and  adjourn. 

V. — Amendments  of  the  Constitution. 

13.  No  alterations  of  the  Constitution,  Laws  and  Regu- 
lations of  the  Society  shall  be  made  except  on  recom- 
mendation of  the  Executive  Committee,  or  the  Free  Chris- 
tian Baptist  General  Conference,  and  by  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  the  members  present  at  any  annual  meeting;  or  unless 
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the  proposed  alteration  shall  have  been  submitted  to  the 
Society  in  writing  at  a  previous  meeting. 

VI. — Disposition  of  Funds. 

14.  Money  received  by  this  Society  shall  be  appropri- 
ated for  the  support  of  the  Missionaries  of  the  Fr<^e  AVill 
Baptist  Foreign  Mission  Society,  to  be  applied  by  that 
Society  to  such  stations  as  may  be  designated  by  tlie  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  of  this  Society,  and  to  the  3U])port  of 
such  ^lissionarics  as  may  be  selected  by  the  Executive 
Committee  from  among  the  appointed  Missionaries  of  tlie 
Parent  Society,  as  the  representatives  of  this  Society  in 
the  Foreign  field ;  provided  that  if  the  amount  paid  into 
the  Parent  Society  shall  exceed  the  allowance  made  to 
such  designated  missionaries,  the  surplus  shall  be  ex- 
pendetl  in  such  way  and  for  such  purposes  as  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  Parent  Society  may  see  fit ;  and  if 
no  Missionaries  shall  be  designated,  the  whole  amount 
may  be  thus  appropriated  by  the  Parent  Society.

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ARTICLE  II.— The  Object  of  this  Society. 

The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  establish  a  Fund 
for  the  assistance  of  sick  or  disabled  Ministers  in  regular 
standing  with  the  F.  C.  B.  Denomination,  and  the  families 
of  deceased  ministers. 

ARTICLE  III.— Membership. 

A  male  can  become  a  member  of  this  Society  by  paying 
annually  the  sum  of  $1.00;  and  by  paying  $10.00  at  any 
one  time,  may  become  a  life  member.  A  female  may 
become  an  honorary  annual  member  by  paying  50c. ;  and 
by  paying  $5.00  at  any  one  time,  may  become  an  honorary 
life  member. 

ARTICLE  IV.— Officers. 

The  Officers  of  this  Society  shall  consist  of  a  President, 
two  Vice-Presidents,  a  Treasurer,  Recording  Secretary, 
Auditor,  and  a  Disbursement  Committee  of  five,  who  shall 
be  appointed  annually  by  the  G.  Conference.  The  Disburse- 
ment Committee  and  President  shall  be  ordained  ministers ; 
the  other  Officers  may  be  laymen — all  to  be  members  of 
F.  C.  Baptist  Churches. 

The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  be  associated  with 
the  Disbursement  Committee,  in  any  business  that  may 
come  before  them. 

The  foregoing  Officers  shall  hold  office  until  others  are 
chosen. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President,  and  in  his  absence 
of  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents,  to  preside  at  each  meeting 
of  the  Society,  and  conduct  its  business  to  a  speedy  and 
proper  result. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President  and  all  the  Vice-Presi- 
dents, the  oldest  member  present  shall  call  the  meeting 
to  order,  after  which  they  t?hall  proceed  to  choose  a  pre- 
siding Officer  for  the  occasion. 

The  Disbursement  Committee  shall  form  its  own  Rules 
and  Regulations ;  appoint  its  own  meetings ;  fill  any  va- 
cancies that  may  occur  in  its  own  members,  or  among  the 
Officers  of  the  Society  during  the  year ;  and  call  all  Annual 
Meetings  of  the  Society,  and  also  special  meetings,  when, 
in  their  opinion,  the  interests  of  the  Societj'^  require  it.

ARTICLE  I.— Name. 

This  Organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Free  Baptist 
Education  Society  of  New  Brunswick  and  Nova  Scotia. 

ARTICLE  II.— MEMBEiisiiir. 

Any  person  subscribing  two  dollars  annually  to  this 
Society  shall  be  a  regular  meral)er  of  the  same ;  and  any 
person  subscribing  twenty  dollars  ($20)  at  one  time,  shall! 
become  a  life  member. 


ARTICLE  III.— Officers. 

The  Officers  of  this  Society  shall  consist  of  a  President 
and  Secretary,  who  sliall  be  ex-officio  Directors;  two 
"Mce-Presidents,  and  a  Treasurer,  with  five  other  Direct- 
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ors ;  said  Directors,  with  tlie  Prosident  and  Secretary  of 
tlio  Society,  shall  constitute  the  Board  of  ]3irectors. 

ARTICLE  IV.— Eligibility  to  Oi  riCE. 

Only  life  members  shall  be  elifjible  to  the  ofilcos  of 
Vice-President  and  Treasurer,  and  no  ])ers()n  shall  be 
oli;^ible  to  the  ollice  of  either  Director,  President,  or  Se- 
cretary, Avho  lias  not  subscribed  at  one  time  at  least  forty 
dollars  ($40)  for  the  benelit  of  this  Society. 

ARTICLE  v.— Duties  of  Officers. 

Sec.  1.  The  President,  or  in  his  absence,  the  senior 
Vice-President  present,  shall  jH^jside;  at  each  me«;tin<?, 
and,  as  near  as  may  be,  conduct  the  same  accordinj^  to 
p:irliamentary  usaj^e. 

Sec.  2.  The  Secretary  shall  conduct  all  tlie  coiTcspond- 
ence  of  the  Society,  keeping  a  copy  of  the  same.  He  shall 
also  keep  a  correct  record  of  the  meetings  and  doings  of 
the  Society. 

Sec.  3.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  disburse  all 
monies  belonging  to  the  Society,  giving  complete  and 
8atisfa''tory  security  for  the  same ;  no  money  to  be  pnid 
t>ut  by  the  Treasurer  except  by  the  wiitten  ord<'r  of  the 
Secretary,  endorsed  by  the  President  of  the  Society. 

Sec  4.  The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  each  pre])are, 
annually,  a  written  report,  giving  a  full  statement  of  all 
the  business  transacted  in  liis  department,  and  lay  said 
re])ort  before  the  Society  at  each  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  5.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  hav(i  tlie  control 
of  all  business  connect<;d  with  the  Society.  ]\Iay  purchnse 
lands  and  erect  buildings  thereon  for  Educational  pur- 
])oses;  employ  persons  as  Teachers,  and  havi;  the  whole 
supervision  of  such  Institutions  as  they  may  have  means 
to  erect. 

ARTICLE  VI.— Election  of  Ofiiceiis. 

Sec.  1.  At  the  lirst  annual  meeting  then*  shall  be  chosen 
a  President,  two  Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary,  and  Ti*e;i,- 
surer,  with  five  Directors;  and  annually  thenuifter  a  Pre- 
sident, two  Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary,  and  Treasurer, 
shall  be  chosen  by  a  majority  of  tin;  members  present. 
All  v/ho  are  eligible  to  the  representative  ollices  shall  be 
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considered  as  candidates,  and  said  officers  sliall  bo  chosen 
by  ballot. 

See.  2.  On  the  election  of  Directors  each  member  shall 
place  on  his  ballot  not  more  than  five  names  of  the  per- 
sons eligible,  whom  he  may  desire  to  fill  the  office.  Bal- 
lots to  bo  counted  by  the  President  of  the  Society,  assisted 
by  the  Secretary ;  at  the  close  of  which  the  President  shall 
declare  the  five  persons  bearing  the  greatest  number  of 
votes  duly  elected.  The  two  Directors  having  the  least 
number  of  votes  shall  retire  at  the  end  of  the  first  year ; 
the  two  next  lowest  to  retire  at  the  end  of  the  second 
year ;  and  the  fiftli  of  the  five  first  elected  shall  retire  at 
the  end  of  the  third  year ;  after  which  the  two  Directors 
longest  in  office  shall  retire  annually,  except  each  third 
year,  when  one  only  shall  retire ;  said  vacancies  to  be 
filled  at  each  annual  meeting  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of 
the  members  present ;  retiring  i)irectors  to  be  eligible  for 
re-election.  AH  ties  in  elections,  when  necessary,  to  be 
balloted  for  immediately. 

ARTICLE  VII. — Power  of  Board  of  Directors. 

Sec.  1.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  no  power  to 
contract  a  debt  beyond  the  amount  in  the  Treasurer's 
hands,  or  bona  fide  pledges  made,  except  to  the  amount 
of  the  salaries  of  the  Teachers  engaged^  and  in  all  cases 
provision  for  payment  of  said  salaries  must  be  made  at 
the  end  of  each  year. 

Sec.  2.  The  President  of  the  Society  shall  be  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Society 
shall  be  Clerk  of  the  same.  H'^  shall  keep  a  correct  ac- 
count of  all  their  doings,  and  rci^ort  the  same  fully  at  each 
annual  meeting.  All  reports  of  this  nature  are  to  be  read 
before  the  election  of  any  officer.  Said  Board  shall  have 
power  to  adopt  such  by-laws  fi'om  time  to  time  as  they 
may  need,  but  not  to  conflict  with  this  Constitution. 

ARTICLE  VIII.— Scholarship. 

Any  person  subscribing  at  any  time  $400,  and  paying 
the  same  for  the  benefit  of  the  Society,  shall  he  entitled  to 
send  a  pupil,  continuously,  to  any  Free  Baptist  School 
that  may  be  established  by  this  Society,  free  from  any 
and  all  tuition  fees ;  half  and  quarterly  scholarships  to  be 
secured  on  payment  of  $200  and  $100  respectively;  per- 
sons taking  either  half  or  quarterly  scholarships  shall 
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have  deduction  either  one  half,  or  one  quarter,  a«  tlio  ease 
may  be,  from  all  tuition  fees  charged  them  by  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  IX.— Time  of  Annual  Meeting. 

The  annual  meeting  of  this  Society  shall  be  held  during 
the  sitting  of  the  General  Conference.  The  time  and 
place  of  meeting  to  be  named  by  the  President,  who  shall 
give  due  notice  thereof. 

ARTICLE  X. — Amendment  of  Constitution. 

This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any 
annual  meeting  of  this  Soiiiety,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
members  present,  twenty  members  constituting  a  quorum. 
No  change  shall  be  made  in  the  Constitution,  however, 
unless  a  notice  of  the  intention  thereof  be  published  in 
some  journal  in  the  Province  at  Uiast  three  months  previ- 
ous to  making  the  said  alteration.

Whereas  a  number  of  persons  in  this  Province  are 
associated  together  in  Churches  constituting  a  religious 
community,  known  as  "  The  Free  Christian  Baptist  Church 
of  New  Brimswick,"  in  connection  with  and  under  the 
supervision  of  "  The  Free  Christian  Baptist  General  Con- 
ference of  New  Brunswick,"  constituted  and  governed  by 
the  rules  made  by  the  said  Conference,  composed  of  all 
the  ordained  Elders  and  Licentiates  of  the  said  Church  in 
New  Brunswick,  and  two  Lay  Delegates  from  each  Dis- 
trict Meeting  into  which  the  Province  may  at  any  time  be 
divided  by  the  said  Conference,  with  the  Clerk  of  every 
meeting,  and  the  Treasurer  and  Clerk  of  the  Conference, 
and  such  other  persons  in  connection  with  the  said  Church 
as  the  Conference  mav  invite  to  attend,  and  the  business 
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of  wliieli  Conference  is  presided  over  l)y  a  Moderator  an- 
nually elected  from  the  ordained  Elders:  And  wheretis  a 
Ne\vsi>ai)er  is  published  under  the  authority  «>f  the  said 
Conftsrence,  and  it  is  also  possess(;d  of  considc^rable  other 
pro[)erty,  real  and  jH'rsonal,  and  various  ])ar('(!ls  of  Land 
hav(^  been  conveyed  in  trust  for  tlu;  said  Church,  and 
M«M'tinji^  Houses  have  b(!en  built  thereon,  and  seri(jus  in- 
conveniencies  liavci  arisc^n  in  the  buildinjj^  and  transmission 
of  the  said  Lands,  and  the  juanajjement  of  their  prop(M-ty, 
from  tlu!  dilHculty  of  ai)i)ointin<j:  new  Trustees  on  the 
occurr(>nce  of  vacancies,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  incor- 
])orati()n  of  the  said  Conferencti  and  the  several  Chur<'h(»a 
rcs))ectivt!ly  would  j^rcjatly  sin<i)lify  the  mana<»:ement  of 
th(ur  temi)oral  conc(U'ns,  and  advance  the  several  benevo- 
lent and  reli<?ious  objects  of  the  said  Church,  and  promote 
its  spiritual  interest; 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,

centiate Robert  Dobson;  and  Jwnas  Fitzherbcrt,  l)ani(d 
Turner,  (Tcoro^e  Maxon,  William  Slipp,  jr.,  Daniiil  Clark, 
William  Peters,  Edwin  R.  Parsons,  tJames  Jones,  Na- 
thaniel Gray,  Solomon  Smith,  David  Ebbitt,  John  S.  Col- 
l)itts,  John  Machum,  Geor^jje  M'Cn^ady,  and  Benjamin  J. 
Undorhill,  now  constituting  "The  Fn^e  Christian  Baptist 
General  Conference  of  New  Brunswick,"  their  associates 
and  successors,  shall  by  that  name  l)e  a  body  })olitic  and 
corporate  in  deed  and  in  name,  with  full  power  to  sue  and 
be  sued,  to  purchase,  receive,  and  hold  <2;rants  of  real  and 
])ersonal  estate,  and  to  improve  the  same,  and  sell,  assi<i:n 
and  dispose  thereof,  and  receive  the  rents  and  profits  for 
the  use  of  the  said  Church  and  Conference  accordin<i;  to 
tlu<  intention  of  the  donors,  and  to  have  a  common  seal, 
with  power  to  break  or  renew  the  same  at  ph^asure,  and 
to  make  bye-laws  and  appoint  otlicers  for  the  mana<ijem« 
of  any  funds,  institutions,  and  objects  connected  with  i 
said  Church,  and  to  regulate  the  mode  of  constituting  anu 
the  government  of  the  said  Conference. 

2.  The  first  meeting  of  the  said   Corporation  shall  be 
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lield  on  tlifi  first  Saturday  in  July  nrxt,  at  tholyin'^- Island 
Church,  in  tho  Parish  of  Ilanipsttiad,  in  tho  County  of 
Qu(K'ns,  when  tho  Corporation  sliall  ho  deonuMlor^jfani/c*!; 
seven  ordain(Ml  Elders,  and  six  I^ay  Dcloffatcs  from  the 
dirtbrcnt  Districts,  shall  ho  a  riuorum  for  tho  transaction 
of  th((  husiness  of  tho  Confonmeo,  hut  any  loss  lunnbor 
may  adjourn. 

iJ.  T]»e  'I'rustocs  of  every  Meeting;  House  in  connect  ion 
with  tiio  said  Conference,  shall  h(;  a  hody  politic  and  cor- 
])orate  l>y  tlie  name  of  *'  Tiio  Trustees  of  the  Free  Ciu'istian 
Baptist  Clnu'cOi  of ,"  accordinp;  to  the  parti- 
cular desi<!;n:ition  thca'oof,  and  hy  that  name  shall  havo 
pei'petual  succession,  power  to  su(!  and  Ix;  sued,  a  common 
seal,  with  power  to  hn^ik  or  renew  tlio  same  at  })leasure, 
j)ower  to  liold  and  reccnvo  real  and  jiersonal  estate,  and 
improve,  sell,  or  assi<^n  tho  sam(%  and  make  hye-laws, 
and  <;xercis((  all  tho  corporate  power  conferred  by  law, 
for  the  pur])ose  of  managmg  tho  temporal  alVairs  of  such 
Meotin<^  House. 

4.  Every  Church  may  annually,  at  such  time  aa  the 
Conference  shall  proscribe,  elect  any  number  not  less 
than  tliroo  nor  exceeding?  five  Trustees,  boin«^  members  of 
the  said  Church,  which  shall  continue  in  olTico  for  one 
year,  or  until  others  are  ehicted  in  their  stead. 

5.  Ev(!rv  male  person  of  the  ago  of  twenty-one  years 
or  uj)wards,  being  a  conimunicnnt  of  such  Church,  or  a 
regular  attendant  at  the  worsliip  in  tho  Meeting  House 
whore  such  Church  is  organized,  who  contributes  towards 
the  funds  of  the  Church  such  sum  as  the  Conference  shall  pre- 
scribe, shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  the  election  of  Trustees. 

6.  Every  Board  of  TrusUios  incorporated  under  the  au- 
thority of  tliis  Act,  shall  exercise  their  powers  and  privi- 
leges according  to  tho  usage  and  rule  prescribed  by  the 
Conference ;  but  at  lesist  three  Trustees  shall  form  a  quo- 
rum for  tho  transaction  of  business,  and  no  bye-law  shall 
be  made  repugnant  to  law. 

7.  All  lands  conveyed  in  trust  to  the  Free  Christian 
Baptist  Church  and  buildings  erected  thereon,  shall  be 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  whenever  a  Board  of 
Trustees  to  manage  the  same  is  elected  in  the  manner 
herein  provided ;  and  a  conveyance  of  the  same  shall  be 
executed  by  the  then  existing  Trustees,  and  the  title 
thereto  shall  be  held  by  them  in  the  same  manner  as  con- 
veyed by  the  original  deed ;  this  provision  shall  not  inter- 
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fore  with  the  rif^ht  of  the  Conference  to  the  exclusive 
control  of  any  land  conveyed  to  tlie  Conference, 

8.  No  conv(!yance,  jrift,  or  bequest  made  to  the  Free 
Christian  Baptist  Clnireh,  p}iall  he  deemed  to  be  made  to 
the  Conference,  unless  such  Conference  is  expressly  named 
on  the  instrument  of  transf«u'. 

9.  Tlie  annual  revenue  deiived  from  the  rent  of  lands 
held  by  the  Conference,  shall  not  exceed  six  thousand 
l)ounds,  and  of  any  Board  of  Trustees  live  hundred  pounds.

Whereas,  by  an  Act  made  and  passed  in  the  seven- 
teenth vear  of  tier  Mnjcstv's  reifjn,  intituled  "An  Act  to 
incorporate  certain  Bodies  connected  with  the  Free  Bap- 
tist Church  of  New  Brunswick,"  tlie  Free  Christian  Bap- 
tist Church  of  New  Brunswick  was  vested  with  certain 
powers  therein  set  forth ; 

A?id  whereas  it  is  (h^siralile  to  jj^ive  to  such  Churcii,  in 
addition  to  the  powers  jxiven  to  tlsern  by  said  Act,  power 
to  convey  real  estate  held  by  them  by  w»y  of  mortgage, 
and  to  encumber  the  same ;

of  them,  they  shall  have  full  power  to  convey,  by  way  of 
mortgage,  and  encumber  real  estate  held  by  them,  in  a 
similar  manner  as  it  is  set  forth  in  the  said  third  section 
for  the  sale  of  real  estate.
